Women on Active Service Art to 
AU Intenta and Purposes 
. Considered Soldiers, 



REPORTED KILLED. 



A great many questions have been 
asked In connection with the "War 
Times' Election Act," which was pass- 
ed last month— questions that have not 
been dealt with by the newspapers to 
the satysfactlon of many people. Mr 
Charles B. Holt, K.C., of this city, 
very kindly gave a part of his valu- 
able time to answering" a number of 
questions that had puszled the writ- 
er for some time, and we are print- 
ing the Information that he so gen- 
erously gave, knowing that It will be 
of interest to most of our readers. 

In this BIN which was passed last 
month, following the Mllitnry Service 
Act, the following women were de- 
clared eligible for voting in Canada: 

The wives, widows, daughters, mo- 
thers, sisters, provided that they are 
British subjects, and at least 21 years 
of age, of persons, male or female, 
living or dead, who have enlisted for 
active Military Service with the forces 
of the British Empire in, the present 
war. 

It has been estimated that over one- 
half million women will thus be quali- 
fied to vote. 'As the total number 
of voters at the time of the last enu- 
meration was from one and one-half 
to two millions, it seems that this 
Act is Indeed of great. Importance. 

Women who thus obtain the vote 
through having relatives on Active 
Service will vote at the polls In the 
district in which they reside, not in 
that of the above-mentioned relatives. 
Any woman resident of Canada, duly 
qualified as to age, who Is a British 
subject ana who has a husband, fa- 
ther son, or brother on Active Military 
Service with the Allies, may vote, 
whether the hu?band, father, etc., be' 
a Canadian citizen or not. 

Women who are on Active Military 
Service, are entitled to vote, whether 
under or over 21 years of age. So, 
too, _ with men. "The man who is old 
enough to enlist, Is old enough to 
vote," is the principle. Women on 
Active Service are to all Intents and 
purposes considered "soldiers." So 
their immediate female relatives, I.e., 
mothers, daughters, sisters, being 
qualified in age, are entitled to vote. 
And again, for one man on active ser- 
vice, 20 women relatives may have a 
vote. 

All Canadian soldiers enlisted for 
Overseas Service are entitled to vote, 
whether they are of age or not, and 
whether In Canada or not. 

The Act provides for the disfran- 
chisement of certain aliens— those of 
enemy birth who were not natural- 
ised British subjects prior to March 
31, 1902,— with the exception of such 
as have sons or grandsons on Active 
Military Service with the forces of 
the Allies. In the eastern part of 
Canada, this provision will have a 
negligible effect: but in the West its 
effect on elections will be tremendous 
Indeed. Such aliens are also not 
liable for conscription. 

The Union Government Association 
of Montreali which Is of course a non- 
partisan association, has formed with 
In the last few days a Women's Com 
mlttee, which will make house-to

The following Is a letter from Don- 
ald dec. Ross-Ross, of Mechanical '17, 
which has been received by R. L. 
Welôjon, of Science '17: ' 

A. P. S. "Hoohelaga," 
Sydney, N.S., 
Oct. 21st, 1917. 
Dear,— Thanks for the first three 
Dallies." I do hope you will keep 
tho good work up. as I am always 
glad to hear some news of McGill. 

If I am put on a ship like this one 
permanently, I will have heaps of time 
to study. There Is only one Engineer 
Officer, and all he has to do while at 
sea Is to keep the Engine Room Re- 
gister, the permanent and consum- 
able store account, write out the night 
orders, and visit the engine room ev- 
ery now and again to see that ev- 
erything Is working correctly. He has 
fcj be In the engine room when leav- 
ing or going to anchor. Thus you 
have from about three In the after- 
noon up to the time you turn In, to 
yourself. The chief E. R. A.'s keep 
the three watches (Engine Room Ar- 
tificers), In the engine room and keep 
an eye on the stokehold, while the 
stokers' petty officers, each take a 
watch in the stokehold. Then there 
are E. R. A.'s, oilers and stokers for 
each of the watches. These are di- 
vided up into 12—4 a.m., 12—* p.m., 
the middle watch, 4—8 cm., 4—8 
p.m., and 8—12 p.m., 8—12 p.m. This 
last watch is always kept by the sen- 
ior man, as it 'Is the nicest. This Is 
for permanent watch keeping. Some- 
times a shifting method is used, so 
that everyone is given a fair show. 
This is done by having two "dog 
watches," at 4 to » .p.m., and 6 to 8 
p.m. Instead of the watchkeeper be- 
ing on duty from 4 to 8 p.m., he Only 
Is on from 4 to 6, then the next man 
comes on till 8, which gives every- 
thing a twist around. 

If I am put on a P. V. (patrol ves- 
sel trawlers). I wlljj have to keep 
watch, as there ar« only two E. R. 
A.'s. aboard, and the Engine Officers, 
with a.bout three or four stokers. 

I was sent up to Join the "Hoche- 
laga" at Sydney a week ago last Wed- 
nesday, and we started out on a North 
Atlantic patrol two days later. The 
patrol consists of ten days at sea, 
storm or shine. We will be back at 
Sydney to-morrow, I expect. 

The "Hochelaga" Is the most com- 
fortable and seaworthy ship of the 
fleet. She was originally owned by 
the Austrian Duke who was assas- 
sinated in Serbia, which caused the 
war. She was sold to J. Plerpont 
Morgan, and as he was unable to 
maintain her upkeep, the Canadian 
Government bought her at the begin- 
ning of the war: The Wardroom 
(Senior Officers' mess), Is finished in 
mahogany, with mahogany dinner 
table and chairs. Wo also have a 
piano in it. The Captain, who al- 
ways takes his meals alone, according 
to naval custom, has what used to be 
the drawing room, and his cabin is 
right off it. 

There Is a very nice engine room. 
The engine Is a triple expansion, three 
crank type, with main air pump, feed 
pump and bilge pump worked off a 
rocker arm driven from the I, P. cross-

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DESTRUCTIVE CRITICS. 



Work of American Colleges and 

Universities During the War 



W. are indebted te Dr. F. D. Adams, 
Dean of the Faculty of Applied 
Science, fer the following report (as 
published by the Bureau ef Educa- 
tion of the United States) of a Joint 
Conference of the education section 
of the committee on engineering and 
education of the advisory commission 
of the Council of National Defence, 
and a commission representing the 
Universities of Canada, held at Wash- 
ington, July 3rd and 4th, 1917. 



Destructive criticism undoubtedly has its uses in life, but it is 
rather too prevalent at most colleges. McQill is no exception to the 
rule in this respect. For one man who is willing to devote his time 
and energy to the promotion of some form of activity in the Univer- 
sity, fifty may be found who are ready to stand by and point out 
the weak points in his work, usually adding dark hints of future 
failure. The critics never seem to think of helping in the task 
themselves until someone's patience is exhausted and he points out 
that if there wère a little more work going on and less idle talking, 
things would be made smoother for all. 

It is not that we do not recognize the services of these destruc- 
tive critics ; we fully realize that there is always a certain amount, of 
incapacity in any institution run by volunteer effort alone. But — 
and we feel that we stand on safe ground in making the assertion — 
it is impossible for the critic in this case to pass a just decision on 
the way an organization is run until he has obtained a proper idea of 
the dfficulties to be met and overcome by those in charge of it. 
The only way to get such an idea is for him to come and take part 
in the activity in question. If, after a fair trial, he finds that mat- 
ters are being poorly handled, he is then at liberty to give a decision 
• with the weight of experience behind it. Nine times out of ten,' how- 
ever, he will be brought to see that the men he was criticizing had 
problems to face of which he had no idea, and that he himself, if 
placed in charge of things, would probably make a far worse mess 
of matters than they. 

Adverse criticism of the work of others, remember, is an easy 
thing for most of us. It is a comparatively simple matter for a stu- 
dent possessed of keen observation and a biting tongue to stand aloof 
'from the toilers and make them look very small by showing their 
shortcomings in the most unfavorable light. The majority of the 
undergraduates at a college are only too ready to be led astray by 
such men, and to believe that their affairs are being badly admin- 
istered. Ldt fortunately there are always a certain number of hard- 
headed students whose cry is "Show us !" They are not satisfied that 
the critics can do better themselves until they have seen the words of 
criticism backed up by deeds. And certainly, their point of view is 
the correct one. Let the men of critical propensities first undergo 
some experience in toiling without seeing any results, and then 
make their comments. Until they are ready to do this they can- 
not expect that the objects of their criticism will lend them a sym- 
pathetic ear. 



EDITORIAL NOTE.

It is to be hoped that the future meet- 
ings of the Club will be as well attended as last night's, and that 
the splendid spirit of enthusiasm which manifested itself at the initial 
meeting will grow as the time goes on. 



n the belief that the officers of 
American Colleges and Univeroitios 
could profit much *>y a first-hand 
statement from responsible offloials 
in Canada of the experiences of the 
higher institutions in that country 
during the war, the committee on en- 
gineering and oducntion ef the ad- 
visory commission ef the Council of 
Nationsl Defense arrangsd for a con- 
ference between the education sec- 
tion of this committee and a repre- 
sentative group of University offi- 
cers from Canada. The conference 
was held in Washington July 3 and 4. 
The following gentlemen represented 
the Censdian Univsrsitleei 

Sir Robert A. Falconer, President 
of the University of Toronto. 

Dr. A. Stanley Mackenzie, Prssidsnt 
of Dalhousis Univsrsity. 

Dr. H. M. 'Tory, President of the 
University of Alberta. 

Dr. Frank D. Adams, Dsan of the 
Faculty of Applied Science, McQill 
University. 

Capt. William H. Alexander, Uni- 
versity of Alberta. 

In welcoming the Canadian repre- 
sentatives, the chairman reviewed 
hrlefly the establishment of the edu- 
cation section and its purposes and 
ambitions, which centre In the desire 
tor the preservation of educational 
institutions during the present crisis, 
and which contemplate the determina- 
tion of wise policies to be adopted by 
them. In the course of the follow- 
ing informal discussion, the principal 
topics which have caused American 
Institutions uncertainty or uneasiness 
were somewhat fully discussed, the 
Canadian representatives (riving In 
brief thé experiences of the institu- 
tions in their country. In substance 
the report of the Canadians is as 
follows: 

The Canadian Universities sneered 
great loss of numbers from the un- 
dergraduates and Instructors at the 
beginning of the war, such men be 
inff among the first to respond to 
their country's call for volunteers 
No effort was made to accord special 
treatment, to University men nor to 
keep the institutions themselves to 
gether. The military authorities re- 
alised that It would bo advantageous 
to offer the undergraduates a chance 
for military training at the Universi- 
ties. Accordingly, it wns arranged 
that officers' training corps should be 
eptabllshed in the Universities, the 
training to constitute a part of the 
regular University work. Ordinarily 
this training covers a period of two 
years. In one of the Universities upon 
which particular report was made., the 
Instruction Involves the devotion of two 
exercises of one and a half hours, or 
of three exercises of one hour each, 
weekly to military training -together 
with a lecture course of three hours a 
week for a year in 1 military science. 
The latter course may be substituted 
for any one of the Regular year courses 
In the curricula administered by the 
Faculty of Arts. The inclusion bf 
physical training In the form of army 
setting up" exercises as a part, of 
each period of the military Instruction 
has been found of great general bene- 
fit to the undergraduate, showing It- 
self in a marked fashion In his bear- 
ing and conduot In daily life. Ex- 
perience shows that It is desirable to 
keep the undergraduate men, particu- 
larly in the Arts courses, for two years 
before their enlistment, it is found 
that men who have had the first two 
years of the Arts course, with the 
military Instruction described, prove 
excellent candidates for commissions 
in the army. 

The military Instruction In the offi- 
cers' training corps units In the Unl-^ 
versltles Is regularly given by mem" 
bers of the teaching force of the Uni- 
versity, and these units are part, not 
of the overseus forces of the Dominion, 
but of the" militia. Full equipment, 
with excellent service rifles, Is pro- 
vided by the Central Dominion Gov- 
ernment for all University units. Much 
target practice Is afforded the under- 
graduates, and skill In marksmanship 
Is In many cases rapidly attained. 

Not only has the shortage of offi- 
cers made it Impossible for - regular 
army officers to bo provided for the 
giving of military Instruction in the 
Universities, but it has been found 
In general that the regular University 
teachers prove more effective' Instruc- 
tors for University men than the army

officers. In particular the college 
teacher is more at home with the 
blackboard. Civilian Instructors from 
the Universities have also conducted 
voluntary classes In French and cer- 
tain other subjects at the army camps, 
but the army officers have ordinarily 
provided all the prescribed Instruc- 
Uon at the army centrée. 

New regiments are no longer raised 
in Canada, , but all effort is- devoted 
to the task of sending reinforcements 
to the régiments already overseas. In 
some cases a Canadian regiment has 
been nearly annihilated four or five 
times since the beginning of the war. 
As an instance of repeated and enor- 
mous losses, it may be stated that to 
keep the members of the Princess 
Patricia's Light Infantry regiment up 
to 1,100 men, through its long-contin- 
ued series of casualties at the front, 
has necessitated the sending over of 
6.000 men. 

Contribution of undergraduates to 
the army on the part of the Univer- 
sities and colleges has amounted In 
some instances to as much as TO per 
cent, of the entire enrollment of men. 
One reason why this contribution has 
been so great is found in the fact that 
the University men have proved splen- 
didly qualified for making officers. 
Where members of the teaching staffs 
of the Universities have gone Into 
active service, It is customary for the 
Universities concerned, to continue part 
of the salary; so that rio financial 
sacrifice should be Incurred by the 
Individual through his enlistment in 
the army. 

It has not been found necessary to 
modify University calendars In most 
cases. Medical Bchools have recently 
Introduced a summer session for the 
final vear In order that graduation 
might be hastened. Medical students 
of the two final years who have en- 
listed as combatants have been sent 
back by the military authorities to 
complete their course. The agricul- 
tural schools of the Dominion regu- 
larly are In session only from Nov- 
ember 1 to May 1. Young men are 
therefore free for the .work on the 
farms, and Influence hasi been exert-, 
ed to persuade the agricultural stu- 
dents to engage Jn farm work, rather 
than to enlist in the army, since many 
millions of acres of good prairie land 
In Canada are still uncultivated for 
lack of laborers. Some of the Uni- 
versities closed the year In the Arts 
Department three, weeks, earlier In 
the spring, so that University men 
might be available for the entire sea- 
son of planting and harvesting, or 
might enlist in the v regular army. 

Appreciating that the stream of 
graduate students' ' formerly flowing 
from Canada to German Universities 
might continue for some years to be 
diverted to English and French insti- 
tutions,' the Universities of Canada 
have requested that a three years' 
doctorate course be regularly offered 
In the Universities Lot these two coun- 
tries, and that scholarships be avail- 
able t*ere to Canadian students. This 
request has been favorably received, 
and the desired arrangements have al- 
ready been made at some of these in- 
stitutions. It Is, however, a matter 
of earnest belief In Canadian Uni- 
versity circles that it Is best for the 
first degree to be taken In Canada be- 
fore taking graduate study abroad. 

In some cases undergraduates who 
enlist, from Arts courses have been al- 
lowed credit to the extent of one year 
toward graduation in the four-year 
course .as a recognition of active ser- 
vice In the' war. No such credit, how- 
ever, Is allowed to. students In the 
schools of Medicine, Law, or other 
technical professions, but occasionally 
a bonuslng system is adopted. 

The task of preserving In the minds 
of the people a consciousness of the 
need of education Is a most' Import- 
ant one at this time. One of the ef- 
fects of the war promises to be the 
sharpening of the differentiation and 
the increase of the competition be- 
tween the "Idealistic" «nd the "prac- 
tical" groups of studies. There will 
probably be a much greater immedi- 
ate demand for the practical subjects. 
At the same time the war has,: stimu- 
lated the belief of the people in the 
Ideal and spiritual things of life. The 
English show Increase _qf faith In edu- 
cation at present, and* have recently 
provided generous financial support 
for it. This appears to be a direct 
outcome of the war. The development 
of alright feeling toward the war on 
the part of the people Is prompting 
to a readier sacrifice and a more will- 
ing service. Through such sacrifice 
and service they are coming to see 
that their lives are elevated. War 
has penetrated the thoughts of the 
citizens, and their, response Is seen 
In all their actions. 

Various organizations have done 
much in Canada to help the people to 
a correct interpretation of the war. 



Not the least Influential agencies in 
this work have been the Universities. 
University extension lectures have de- 
livered helpful addresses on the mean- 
ing of tho war In very many districts 
of the Dominion. Some of the Uni- 
versities have sent weekly printed let- 
ters or newspapers to all their repre- 
sentatives who are In active service. 
In this way the Institutions hope to 
keep the bond strong between the sol- 
dier at the front and the college or 
University at home where his under- 
graduate days were spent. 

In one, at least, of the Canadian 
Provinces a circular letter has been 
sent to all the school teachers and to 
all the members of the clergy urging 
them to persuade all the boys who are 
ready for college to enter this autumn, 
and to prepare themselves for the 
largest service to their country. A 
disproportionately large number of 
the finest product of the Canadian 
Universities fell In the earlier days 
of the war. The Canadians behove 
that It is highly Important that the 
United States should not suffer the 
same loss of highly-trained men. 

The distance of Canada from Great 
Britain has made It tnfeasible for the 
laboratories of Canadian Universities 
to render as much direct war service 
as they would otherwise have done, 
but they did much In the way of pre- 
paring sera and antitoxins and In 
testing materials to be produced by 
the Government for war use. The 
laboratories Should be of great assist- 
ance to the United States In the so- 
lution of some of Its war problems. 
The newly formed Advisory Council 
of Canada Is doing much to encour- 
age research In the Universities, par- 
ticularly such research as may lead 
to the fuller utilization of the natural 
resources of the country. The. sum 
Of $100,000 has been made available 
to the council by tho Government, and 
Is being used In part for the estab- 
lishment of fellowships and scholar- 
ships.

The College Is a Government Instl- 
tutlon. designed primarily for the Dur- 

Sose of giving Instructions In all 
ranches of military science to Cadets 
and Officers 0 f the Canadian Militia! 
In fact. It corresponds to Woolwich and 
.Sandhurst. 

The Commandant and military in- 
structors are all officers on the active 
list of the Imperial army, lent for the 
Purpose, and there Is in addition a com- 
plete staff of professors for the civil 
subjects which form such an import- 
ant part of the College course. Medical 
attendance Is also provided. 

Whilst the College is organised on a 
strictly military basts the cadets re- 
celve a practical and scientific train- 
ing in subjects essential to a sound 
modern education. 

The course Includes a thorough 
grounduijr in Mathematics, Civil Ensln- 
- ina Physics. Chemistry. 

The strict discipline maintained at 



the College Is one of the most valuable 
features of the course, and In addition 
the constant practice of gymnastics 
drills and outdoor exercises of all kinds 
ensures health and excellent physical 
condition. 

Commissions In all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian Perman- 
ent Force are offered annually. 

Tho diploma of graduation Is consid- 
ered by the authorities conducting the 
examination for Dominion Land Sur- 
veyor to be equivalent to a university 
degree, and by the Regulations of the 
Law Society of Ontario. It obtains the 
same exemptions as a B.A. degree. 

Tho length of tho course is three 
years in three terms of »H -months 
each. 

The total cost of the course. Includ- 
ing board, uniform, instructional ma- 
terial, snd all extras Is about fROO. 

Tho annual competitive examination 
for admission to the College, takes 
place in May of each year, at the head- 
quarters of the several military dis- 
tricts. \ 

vnr full particulars regarding this 
examination and for any other Infor- 
mation, application should be made to 
the secretary of the Militia Council, 
Ottawa, Ont., or to the Commandant, 
Royal Military College, Kingston, Ont. 



i As a result of the general discus- 
sion following the presentation by the 
Canadian representatives of the ex- 
perience of the Universities of the Do- 
minion, the committee received and 
adopted without dissent the following 
statement and recommendations: 

The College and University division 
of the education section or the Advis- 
ory' Commission of the Council of Na- 
tional Defense has continued its 
study of tho question of how our col 
leges may be of the greatest service 
to "the country, both in the prosecu- 
tion of the war and in the period of 
reconstruction that must follow its 
close. ■ 

At the conference of representatives 
of American Colleges and Universi- 
ties held In Washington on May 5 
the Secretary of War strongly advised 
that, while adapting themselves to the 
special needs of the war, these Insti- 
tutions should also maintain their 
general educational work and stand 
ards, and that young men should be 
urged to continue their training as 
far ai might be consistent with the 
needs of the Government for special 
service. Since that meeting, public 
ittatements to the same effect have 
beer made by the President of the 
United States and the United States 
Commissioner of Education. 

The Judgments thus expressed have 
been' confirmed by distinguished re 
pitsentatlves of Canadian Univers! 
tl's, who have come to Washington to 
give the committee the benefit of the 
lessons learned from their experience 
•'di'Hng the war. 

As the result of Its study and con 
ference, the committee now makes the 
following recommondatlons, carrying 
out more specifically the purpose of 
the resolutions adopted at tho confer 
ence of May 6, to the end that their 
students may, before entering active 
service, reach tho point of highest 
military efficiency, and that the sup 
'ply :of ■'■'trained and educated men may 
not be cut off more than Is necessary 
»ither during the war or after Its 
•ïïese; 

, . We recommend, first, that each col 
lege endeavor to Induce Its students 
t 0 continue their studies at least until 
the age of conscription, and that stu 
dents above that age who are not 
called to special service and who have 
'not completed their education should 
;>e urged to do so. 

We recommend, second, that ench 
college make provision by^any avail 
able means for military drill for all 
of its students who aro physically fit. 

We recommend, further, that at a 
pnlnfi approximately one year before 
'he military age provision be made 
w'rtcrever possible for a course In mill 
lory science and tactics, such course 
to be substituted for one of th« regit 
tar studies and to be given equivalent 
credit.

. W. McCONNELL ADDRESSES 
MEETING FOR WOMEN. 

"Fight with your Dollars, If you 
can't fight' with your gun," were the 
words of Chairman McConnell, of the 
Victory Campaign for Montreal, In 
addressing a mass meeting for wom- 
en at Windsor Hall last night, on the 
coming campaign. The other speak- 
ers were i Col. Rlcksford and Dr. 
Smyth. 

Mr. McConnell opened the meeting, 
dwelling on the part that women had 
played In the war, and the need of 
their help In the coming campaign. He 
sold: "Canada must have three hun- 
dred million dollars to lend to England 
that England may buy Canadian 
goods." He spoke of the loan cam- 
paigns in the U. S. and England, and 
compared them with the loans in Can- 
ada. One person in six in England 
holds a Government bond, one In 
twelve in the U. S., while only one 
in one hundred and eighty-seven 
In Canada owns one, The reason for 
the laok of success In Canada was 
the lack of a systematic campaign, 
but now tho country Is organized and 
preparing for a campaign that must 
reach everyone./ This committee must 
go out to our own people to get money 
to keep present prosperity in Canada. 
In the Island of Montreal everything 
has been consulted, even telephone- 
books, and at the beginning of tho 
campaign five hundred trained sales- 
men will start out arid canvass every 
man in Montreal. There is aVio an 
organization of women who will nriakè 
a house-to-house canvass of the worn 



well as others. Most women can only 
do their share by helping In Canada, 
and this Is their duty, . This will be 
their last opportunity tfor 12 months. 

The bankers have. agreed tb 1 dS even 
more than their share In, tills cam- 
paign. 

Mr. McConnell explained the In- 
stallment plan, by which citizens may 
buy bonds by paying five dollars por 
month,— So that It is possible for ev- 
eryone to have a bond. The C. P. R. 
has seventy thousand employees, and 
alms to persuade, at least, 90 per 
cent of these to become bondhold- 
ers. If one-half of the total number 
of household employees in Canada 
bought on this Installment play, they 
would loan the nation altogether at 
least fifty million dollars. Mr. Mo- 
Connel closed his address with a 
striking little.- poem, "The Victory 
Bond," which ended: 

"As for singing 'God Save the King,' 
Buy a Bond or do not Sing," 

and "Fight 'with your dollars If you 
can't fight with a giin." 

Tho next speaker was Col. Ricks- 
ford,- who described thocampalgn as 
an edueational otie. Ho said that the 
aim of this campaign was to distri- 
bute a war loan among as many peo- 
ple as possible. People with small 
lncom»a need a loan with securities 
and returns. If every person In Can- 
ada took a fifty-dollar loan, four hun- 
dred million dollars would be realiz- 
ed- During all this speech he em 



Dr. Smyth next told of tho great 
significance of this meeting. lie said 
that this three hundred million' dolls 
loan was not a political question, bu 
one of supreme national Importance, 
And secondly, It was purely, simply 
and only for war purposes. Also, It 
is. to be spent In this country. The 
money Is needed to feed and equip 
Canadian men. Canada pays her ow 
sold!"". an( j that Is what this loan 
is for. 

The necessity for this loan has arts 
on because tho Government needs 
money, and there are only two ways 
In which this may be obtained,— by 
taxation, or by loan. The people of 
Canada have been heavily taxed, so 
the only way open now Is to borrow 
the money from the people. 

When Harry Lauder, In England 
was asked to buy a loan, he said, glv> 
lng his money, "take It, Interest or 
no Interest; what's this money to me 
If my country goes down." 

The audience was greatly Impress 
od In UiIb Instructive and interesting 
meeting, and by the splendid speakers 
who brought home to them the im 
portant advantages of tho Victory 
Loan.

head. /The condenser circulation pump 
Is a centrifugal one. The fresh water 
and sanitary pumps are Blake pumps, 
like the one In the laboratory. Then 
there Is a Blake Auxiliary air pump, 
and an auxiliary feed pump, to be 
used when the engine is stopped. 
There Is also a general service pump 
to be used for the fire mains, clrcu 
latlng water in the condenser, pump 
Ing bilges or for the auxiliary feed 
In case of accident to any of the oth-. 
ers. In the stokehold there ls ; a pump 
for pumping bilges, for use on the ash 
ejector or for the fire mains. We 
have two dynamos, one being used 
during the day and the other during 
the night. The . boiler Is a Scotch 
"marine two centre and two wing 
fires. Besides "there Is a' donkey boil- 
er for use In port when the main 
boiler Is being blown down and clean 
ed. 

Our engine has about 8 times the 
H.P. (1160), that the quadruple In 
the laboratory has.' Sho Is a very 
good ship to- he. on, all round, and I 
wish I was permanently attached till 
the end of .the war. However, I be- 
lieve we are all . going across next 
spring to blow up' mine fields, and 1 
understand the' average casualties Is 
one trawler a day, or , something like 
thaC blown heavenwards.
